Wou ld H it Deficit. 
By this compu tation, the gov­ 
ernm ent wou ld ru n into a deficit 
of from $85,000.000 to $125,000,000 
in 1929, shou ld the program 
b e 
| enacted. 
If taxes were redu ced in 
¡the meantime, the loss of revenu e 
! w’ou ld only increase the deficit, 
i Senator 
Smoot 
(R) 
of Utah, 
; chairm an of the 
senate finance 
committee, . predicted . the senate 
! wou ld limit tax redu ction to $200,- 
<000,000. 
He added, however, that 
he anticipated tha t mu ch of the 
pending legislative program wou ld 
never b e enacted.

A Greek sports writer of 1896 has left us u lively account of the 


revival of the Olympic Barnes in that year. 


The games were held at Athens in March, cold weather and rain 


hampering the contestants, but even so the performances, compared 
with those of today, seem surprisingly poor. 


Great progress has been made in athletics during the past, quarter 


of a century; nothing demonstrates the fact more convincingly than a 
comparison,of the Olympic records of J898 and 1824. 


In those days, American athletes surpassed those of other nations; j 


there were no Finns at Athens to challenge our supremacy. There were 
but a dozn events contested, whereas a program five times as long has 
been outJined for Amsterdam. 


None of the events at Athens was for women, since the Greeks, in 


establishing the revival, followed tradition as closely as possible, and 
women were forbidden even to witness the original Olympic games, 
the single exception being the priestess of Demeter Chamyne. 


On one occasion, in the sixth century B. C. Fherenic, daughter of 


Diagoras of Rhodes, disguised herself as a male gymnast and boidly 
crossed the Alphcus to accompany to the games her son, Peisirodos, 
who was entered in the boxing for boys. 


Ail would have been well had not the fond mother, in her excite- 


ment over her son's triumph, betrayed her sex. Whereupon the Greeks 
passed a rule that all Olympic competitors should remain stark naked 
during the contests. 


All of which, of course, is a far cry from 1896, when the games 


were revived after a period of inactivity extending over 15 centuries. 
At Athens, according to our friend, the sport writer, the contestants 
wore "flannel-shirts, short undergarments and canvas-shoes." 


Here is how he recorded the running of the opening event, the 100- 


metres dash, one of nine won by Americans: 


"FIRST GROUP: The interest of the public was fully excited when 


the Champions entered the list. After they had ranged themselves in a 
straight line, ready to bounce forward, a pistol shot gave the signal 
for starting. Onwards they ran. Mr. Uane, an American, arrived first as 
the goal, he had run the race in 12 1-5 seconds. Mr. Szokely, a Hun- 
garian, came in second, time of the race, 12 3-4 seconds. 


"SECOND GROUP: To this group belonged one Greek, M. Chal- 


cocondylis, member of the Athletic Club of Athens. When he entered 
the list encouraging cheers resounded from all sides, but he was over- 
taken in the race by Mr. Curtis, an American, who arrived at the goal 
in 12 1-5 seconds. Mr. Chalcocondylis came in second. 


"THIRD GROUP: Also hr this race an American came out vic- 


torious, having run this race in, only 12 seconds."

A Greek sports writer of 1896 ha s left us a lively a ccount of the 
revival of the Oly mpic ga m es in tha t y ea r. 
The ga m es were held a t Athens in Ma rch, cold wea ther a nd ra in 
ha mpering the contesta nts, but even so the perform a nces, compa red 
with those of toda y , seem surprisingly poor. 
Grea t progress ha s been ma de in a thletics during the pa st qua rter 
of a century ; nothing dem onstra tes the fa ct more convincingly tha n a 
compa rison of the Oly mpic records of 1896 a nd 1924. 
In those da y s, Am erica n a thletes surpa ssed those of other na tions; 
there were no Finns a t A thens to cha llenge our suprema cy . There were 
but a dozn events contested, wherea s a progra m five tim es a s long ha s 
been outlined for Am sterda m . 
None of the events ut Athens wa s for women, since the Greeks, in 
esta blishing the reviva l, followed tra dition a s closely a .s possible, a nd 
women were forbidden even to w itness the origina l Oly mpic ga mes, 
the single exception being the priestess of Demeter Cha my ne. 
On one occa sion, in the sixth century B. <’. Pherenie, da ughter of 
Dia gora s of Rhodes, disguised herself a s a ma le gy m na st a nd boldly 
crossed 
the Alpheus to a ccompa ny to the ga m es her son, Peisirodos, j 
who wa s entered in the boxing for hoy s. 
AH would ha ve been well ha d not the fond mother, in her excite­ 
ment over her son’s triumph, betra y ed her sex. Whereupon the (ireeks j 
pa ssed a rule tha t a ll Oly mpic com petitors should rema in sta rk na ked 
during the contests. 
All of which, of course, is a fa r cry from 1896, when the ga mes 
were revived a fter a period of ina ctivity extending over 15 centuries, j 
At Athens, a ccording to our friend, the sport writer, the contesta nts 
wore “ tta nnei-shirts, short underga rm ents a nd ea nva s-shoes.” 
Here is how he recorded the running of the opening event, the 100- 
metres da sh, one of nine won by Am erica ns: 
“ FIRST GROUP: The interest of the public wa s fully excited when 1 
the Cha mpions entered the list. A fter they ha d ra nged them selves in a 
stra ight line, rea dy to bounce forwa rd, a pistol shot ga ve the signa l 
for sta rting. Onwa rds they ra n. Mr. La ne, a n America n, a rrived first a s 
the goa l, he ha d run the ra ce in 12 1-5 seconds. Mr. Szokely , a Hun­ 
ga ria n, ca me in second, tim e of the ra ce, 12 3-4 seconds. 
“ SECOND GROUP: To this group belonged one Greek, M. Cha l- 
coeondy lis, member of the A thletic Club of Athens. When he entered 
the list encoura ging cheers resounded from a ll sides, but he wa s over­ 
ta ken in the ra ce by Mr. Curtis, a n America n, who a rrived a t the goa l 
in 12 1-5 seconds. Mr. Cha lcocondy iis ca m e in second. 
“ THIRD GROUP: Also in this ra ce a n America n ca me out vic­ 
torious, ha ving run this ra ce in only 12 seconds.”
